senger  highway  tratiic  acro.ss  the  Fraser  River,  at  the 
City  of  New  Westminster  :

I V been  expended  out  of  the  general  revenue  of 
the  City  for  the  construction,  improvement  and  repair 
of  certain  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  it  is  expedient 
that  certain  additional  sums  be  spent  in  like  manner, 
amounting  in  all  (with  the  sums  already  so  spent)  to 
the  sum  of  S'20,000  ;
